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CABSARXAN SAFE AT EAKESIDB- 

The (/Ougle-McClelland bargain over Caesar- 
ian was earned out and the fast colt in charge 
of Walter Gum landed at Lakeside yesterday 
morning. He made the trip by express, looks 
well and will make his local bow in a special 
race for a $2,000 purse that is to be arranged to 
get such cracks as Caesarian, Rondo and Red- 
skin together at a suitable distance — about 
seven furlongs. Rondo will be here with the 
Hayes stable Sunday. Manzanitais in the same 
stable. 

There was a marked improvement in the 
weather at the track, and the footing was fairly 
good early and improved as it went along. 
There were six legitimate races on the card, 
and an irregularity, the “Hammond Gentle- 
men’s race.” This was half a mile at catch 
weights. As usual in such affairs there was one 
animal vastly superior to the others, and in 
this case it was John Huber’s Manhattan who 
went to the front at the start and won by thirty 
lengths, with John Fetterly’s Jumbo second, a 
long distance in front of Robt. Mathews’ Watch 
Eye. There were all sorts of rumors as regard- 
ed the winner. He looked a good deal like W. 
H. Babb’s old horse St. Peter by St. Paul— 
Beckie K. Jumbo bore a strong resemblance to 
BigCasino, However, the race produced the usual 
amount of fum and the selected horse won. 
There were kicks and protests among the own- 
ers after it. 

The attendance was large, and though not a 
favorite won, the winners were all well backed 
The hurdle race produced a rattling finish 
between Tambio and Hercules, the former just 
winning. C. Johnson who rode Hercules took 
it too easly in the stretch, and the judges sus- 
pended him for the ride. Warren appears to be 
coming back to the riding form he showed early 
this season, and he won three races yester- 
day, while little Robbie Hothersall captured 
two. 

Chas. Cougle’s Demirep, who showed speed at 
Sheffield and won at Indianapolis, had no diffi- 
culty in beating the Rubberneck by Vagabond, 
and a cheap field in the opening event. She 
did it neatly, too. 

In the two-year-old race, Tom Anderson turned 
the tables on Vanessa, and beat her handily. 
The winner is a good looking colt and runs hon- 
estly. 

In the third race at five and a half furlongs, 
though Peep O’Day II was the favorite. Little 
Thorn was played for a good thing, and backed 
down from 10. to 6 to 1. Sligo and Santa Cruz 
were, as usual, ugly at the post, and Fanny 
Hunt ran away nearly three-quarters ofja mile 
in one of the breakaways. Little Thorn and 
Santa Cruz raced together in front most of the 
way, the former winning handily. 

In the mile race, Mamie G was a strong fav- 
orite. She was never prominent in any part of 
the race. Bismarck and Pearson made the run- 
ning for three-quarters of a mile, when they 
were beaten, and ,John Hickey and Revenue 
fought it out to the wire, the former winning by 
a length. 

In spite of his weight Hercules made most of 
the running in the hurdle, race, though Temple- 
more raced at him part of the distance. 
Templemore quit in the stretch, and Tambio 
beat Hercules out a nose. 

Rubberneck, by Himyar, was favorite in the 
last race, but Ferryman II, who is good now, 
beat her easily by four lengths. 

RACING GOSSIP. 

Here is the story of Caesarian’s purchase by 
Walter Gum for Charles A. Cougle at Cincinnati 
last Monday, “A party from Chicago came 
down to see about buying the son of Faustus. 



He called on Mr. McClelland just before the 
second race. 

“If you will guarantee that Caesarian is 
sound in wind and limb I’ll give you $l,.*i(X) for 
him,” said the stranger. 

“If I could give that sort of a guarantee 1 
wouldn’t take $5,()tX) for him,” said Mr. McClel- 
land. “The very fact that he has bad legs is all 
that has made him a $1,500 horse.” 

The stranger looked at the animal, and said 
that he would return after Caesarian had run in 
the fourth race, (’aesarian won, and, true to 
his word, he paid $.50 down and is to pay the 
$1,450 this afternoon. The party who bought 
him is named Charlie Cougle. 

Good Eastern judges believe that Hastings is 
a better colt than Handspring and that Requital 
holds the Hanover colt safe. Requital and 
Handspring may meet in the mile Boulevard 
Stakes at Brooklyn next Saturday. Outside of 
this one race Handspring's path appears to be 
strewn with roses, as he will not be called upon 
to do battle with either the Brookdale champion 



or Shis old antagonist, Hastings. The $10.(XK) 
Brooklyn Derby and other prizes for three-year- 
olds at Gravesend appears to be at his mercy. 



To-day Will Wallace will ship The Commoner, 
Harry Shannon, The Winner, T W W, Roy Car- 
ruthers and four others to Morris Park from 
Cincinnati. Neither Wallace nor his jockey, T. 
Walker, will go with the horses. He will give 
the animals a chance to become acclimated be- 
fore starting them. They will rest for at least 
three weeks before they go to the post. 



In explanation of Ornament’s disappointing 
race in the Kindergarten Stakes at St. Louis, 
Jockey Ed Bunn, who rode Patterson’s crack, 
says : 

“In the first place we were at the post 40 min- 
utes, and as Ornament is of a highly nervous 
temperament and very fidgety, he lost the race 
right then and there.” said Bunn. “His mouth 
is tender, and the constant twisting and turn- 
ing during the long delay only aggravated him. 
When they did get off, and after reaching the 
stretch, the colt went at his trick of bearing 



into the inside rail, and, try as I would, I could 
not straighten him and keep out of the nasty 
going. Moncreith and Goshen had the same 
track, but it made no difference to them appar- 
ently, while Ornament has never shown any 
liking for it. I tried to get the path, but could 
not control my mount, and thus lost the race.” 

From present indications the field for the 
$12,500 Great American Stakes to be run Satur- 
day at Brooklyn, will be substantially as fol- 
lows : Don d’Oro, Blemton Stables ; The Friar, 
A. H. & D. H. Morris ; St. Cloud, J. R. & F. P. 
Keene; Arbuckle and Dr. Shepherd, J. J*Mc- 
Cafferty ; George Kessler and Salvado, Matt 
Byrnes ; Haphazard, Chas. Fleischman & Son ; 
San Mateo, Del Monte Stables; Eidolon and In- 
cetatus, (\ H. Smith. These are the best colts 
that are eligible to start. Lithos is not named 
for either the Great American or the $10,000 Tre- 
mont Stakes, and Don d’Oro will only have the 
fields he encountered at Morris Park, together 
with perhaps the Keene colt St. Cloud to beat 
for both stakes. 



If all accounts are true St. Cloud is a rare 
good colt, and wagers have already been made 
that he will take the measure of Don de Oro the 
first time they meet. St. Cloud is by Candelmas, 
brother to St. Blaise, and is out of Belle of 
Maywood, the dam of Tenny. It is a pity that 
Trowbridge & Co.’s Lithos is not engaged, as he 
seems to be pounds better than colts of the 
Arbuckle— Salvado class. Lithos was sold out 
of the Morris Stable for $4,500 to W. B. .Jennings 
and then resold for $5000 to Trobridge & Co. Now 
it is said that the Frair's Balsam colt known as 
The Friar, owned by the Morris Brothers, could 
give Lithos five pounds and a beating when they 
were stable companions. This means, then, a 
third crack colt for the Great American on Sat- 
urday. and there may be a race worth going to 
see. The Friar is a giant, and as good looking 
as any colt that has gone to the post this year, 
He is credited with having worked the last six 
furlongs of the Withers mile at Morris Park in 
1 :15, which is nothing short of remarkable for a 
colt of his age.
